a. Noted a cable in the State Department Summary respecting the 
status of the U. S. Military Mission to Guatemala, and stated it would 
be a mistake to withdraw this Mission at this time. Mr. Nisner said 
that pursuant to DDCI's instructions he had discussed this matter with 
Under Secretary of State anith who was in complete agreement with our 
recommendations that this activity should remain and, in fact, its 
composition shotild be strengthened by the substitution of a limited 
number of officers having real competence and background. (NOTE: A 

memorandum of DD/P's conversation with General Smith on this sub.iect 
has been furnished DCI and DDCI.) 


b . Noted t he first item in the Log for I 9 - 20 November, and 
asked to furnish him further background information on this 

subject and also determine the cause of the delay in this information 
being brought to his (DCI's) attention.
